This publication, Europe’s Hottest Video Catalogue #2, is a catalogue advertising the 
availability of video recordings which contain themes of bondage and discipline and 
sadomasochistic practices, the use of urine and excrement in association with sexual 
conduct, and extreme violence and cruelty in association with sexual conduct. The 
overall effect of the catalogue is a montage of alternative and violent sexual practices. 
The catalogue contains material that tends to promote activity outlined under section 
3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 in that it advertises 
the availability of video recordings of this genre.
